A child-like trust, faith and 
simplicity is imbedded in their 
make-up, their respect and love of 
a priest is a part of their lives.

Depth of faith is present, but‘ the 
scarcity of priests results in a 
limited knowledge of that faith. 
Prior to the the churches 
must have been beautiful, but as 
a result of necessary shellings, 
some are mere skeletons, others, 
though erect, bear the sears of 
battle.

Bishop Honored 
At South Bend 
Eucharistic Hour 


10,000 Take Part In 
Services Interrupted 
By Heavy Downpour 


South Bend—Despite a torrential 
downpour which drove the audience 
to cover and forced more than half 
of the 10,000 attending to go home, 
drenched to the skin, the second 
annual Eucharistic Hour continued 
at School field Sunday afternoon 
after a 45-minute delay. 

The solemn and rich ceremonies 
on the note of thanksgiving to 
Almighty God had just gotten un- 
der way when it started to pour. 

The religious program was re- 
sumed almost an hour later when 
it stopped raining with several 
thousand who had been fortunate 
enough to find shelter under the 
stands still in attendance. 

The Eucharistic Hour was held 
under the sponsorship of the Al- 
lied Holy’ Name society of the 
South Bend deanery. 

Along with the keynote of the 
spirit of thanksgiving was the spe- 
cial tribute paid to the Most Rev. 
John F. Noll, Bishop of Fort 
Wayne, marking the 20th an- 
niversary of his consecration. 

. The hour opened with the rais- 
ing of the American flag, followed

Accuse Tito’s Regime 
Of Holding All Bishops, 
Priests War Criminals 


Chicago, Sept 24 — (NC) — A 
courageous pastoral issued by the 
Bishops of Croatia describes bit- 
ter persecution of the Church in 
Jugoslavia under the Tito regime 
and recommends that representa- 
tives of other nations be named 
on an international commission to 
conduct trials of persons accused 
as “war criminals,” in order that 
the wave of summary executions 
and other excesses may be brought 
to an end, 


“The enemies of the Catholic 
Church,” the pastoral states, “be- 
ing also the followers of material- 
istic communism, which the en- 
tire Croatian nation with one as- 
sent rejects, have in our Croatia 
exterminated with fire and sword 
priests and the more eminent of 
the faithful. 


“Judging by their ferocious man- 
ner, it is readily apparent why 
they accuse all Bishops, priests 
and religious as war criminals; 
why they wish to foist totally false 
accusations of crime upon them. 
In the civilized world, however, 
not a single person will be found 
approving such fictitious and ar- 
bitrary accusations, or believing 
the Bishops, priests and religious 
Orders of men and women known 
the world over, are war criminals 
and worthy of capital punishment; 
or that they are perpetrators of 
massacres. Perpetually shall the 
blood of these heroic martyrs cry 
out in accusation against those 
who grasp murder as a means of 
power. .

Frankfurt am Main, Sept. 24— 
(NC)—“The terms of the Concor- 
dat of 1933 will be respected by 
the occupying powers and will be 
strictly observed,” says regulation

No conflict of opinion is held 
likely to arise because the same 
manual for American Military Gov- 
ernment officers provides that no 
change be made in the administra- 
tion of the various dioceses.

It is added specifically 
that any problems that may arise 
are to be dealt with through the 
Apostolic Nuncio, the Bishops and 
the Superiors of the religious com- 
munities. This excludes ' measures 
of a merely local scope that might 
not have the approval of both the 
higher military and ecclesiastical 
authorities. 


In this same connection an order 
issued by General Omar S. Brad- 
ley, now Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs, and counter-signed by 
Lieutenant General W. B. Smith, 
General LEisenhower’s Chief of 
Staff, is of particular interest. The 
order, dated July 8, 1945, is as 
follows: 


“Churches, Cathedrals, shrines 
and other houses of worship, and 
their adjacent facilities, will not 
be used for secular purposes, ex- 
cept to provide temporary shelter, 
in emergencies, for wounded per- 
sonnel awaiting evacuation. Under 
no circumstances will they be used 
for aid stations, quarters, messes, 
storehouses or theaters. By local 
arrangement, churches may be used 
for religious services of the creed 
or faith to which they have con-

no government can take away from 
them. If you deny the principle 
that God created men, that He cre- 
ated them equal and that He en- 
dowed them all with inalienable 
rights, then you have to accept the 
idea that a man has no inalienable 
rights and has only those rights 
which a State is generous enough 
to give him. 


We grant in this country that a 
person has an inalienable right to 
worship God in any manner his 
conscience dictates, so long as that 
manner of worship does not impair 
the rights of others, but has a 
man as much right to stand on a 
street corner and-utter blasphemies 
as another man nas to stand on 
the next corner and lead in group 
praying? I thing not and | am 
under the impression that most 
states have laws against blas- 
phemy on the grounds that the 
State has the right to restrain 
men from deliberately — insulting 
God publicly. 


In our zeal in this country to 
prevent any state religious estab- 
lishment, which is a laudable prin- 
ciple, we have to a great extent 
made ourselves guilty of a ridicu- 
ous shallowness of mind and call- 


'ed it tolerance. We have got to the 
point where we regard a man as 


intolerant if he regards his beliefs 
true and the contrary beliefs of his 


'neighbor wrong. This, of course, is 


nonsense. If VY say that I believe 
two and two are four, | mean that 
I regard that equation as true. If 
I regard that equation as true, I 
ean’t possibly say, “Of course, it 
may also be true that two and two 
equal six. 


Persons who have no fixed beliefs 
either because they don’t think or 
because they don’t believe that 
truth is ever fixed are attempting 
all over the world now to reduce 
all beliefs to a common denomina- 
tor of nothingness and call such a 
thing tolerance. Such a thing is 
not tolerance, but a denial of rea- 
son and also a denial of the human 
soul with which man reasons. It 
is almost like a sane world. delib- 
erately attempting to self-induce 
insanity. 

It doesn’t make much difference 
what we each believe, if we all get 


along together, is probably the best 


summary of the current false phi- 
losophy, but that idea tga stand 
up under any scientiftc analysis. 
If you heard someone say, “I don’t 
care what my doctor believes about 
the structure of the human heart, 
the circulation of blood or the op- 
eration of endocrine glands, as long 
as he is a nice fellow,” you’d say 
he was nuts. If someone said that 
he did not care what a mapmaker 
believed about the location of land 
and water over the earth as long 
as he was a nice fellow, again you 
would call such a fellow nuts.

Chaplains must advise men 
about their lives after the War, 
their spiritual lives primarily, 
of course, but also their care- 
ers. Perhaps the following let- 
ter, written specially for The 
Chaplain’s Digest by a success- 
ful young lawyer, may give 
some leads. 


It may be objected that these 
careers are too specialized, not 
meant for the _ rank-and-file. 
But American youth aims high; 
many organizations, such as la- 
bor, for example, are more than 
willing these days to educate 
their men; and there are in the 
services today many young men, 
uncertain of their future, who 
are nevertheless not of the rank- 
and-file at all, but leadership- 
material, if they are given the 
right kind ef steers. 


THE YOUNG LAWYER'S 
A-1 SUGGESTIONS 

The war found so inany young 
men technically unfit (for in- 
stance the A.B.s who knew noth- 
ing about mathematics), there 
will probably “be quite a rush 
into engineering when it’s all 
over. 

If I had it to do over again 
I would take an arts and letters 
course, only I’d work a good 
deal harder. 

Most business men I’ve met 
are drones—parochial. mentali- 
ties, interested only in things 
that work. I hope my own two 
boys will know their humani- 
ties. If later they want P.G. 
work in business, law or engine- 
ering, okav. if I can afford it or 
if they can. 

There is no doubt that a fel- 
low with a classical education 
starts out in business with cer- 
tain handicaps—because of lack 
of technical data at his com- 
mand, but I feel that he soon 
closes the gap and ultimately 
moves ahead. 


One’ of the most interesting 
post-war fields will be labor re- 
lations.

Law and medicine you know 
as much about as l. Of the two 
I suspect medicine offers the 
greater ovportunity. It is less 


ties in this country which have 
only one or two M.D.’s, The 
government will move in here 
too and supply doctors where 
they are needed. 

Tax accountancy is an inter- 
esting and not overcrowded field. 
With a public debt of 300 bil- 
lions the post-war economy is 
going to be saddled with taxes. 
Real expertness will be much in 
demand. I’ve never seen a good 
tax accountant or tax lawyer 
who cduldn’t almost name his 
figure. 


The present administration 
seems intent on helping small 
business. Some of your boys 
might consider the possibilities 
here. As you know, under the 
G.I. Bill of Rights Law a veteran 
can have up to a $2,000 loan 
from a local bank guaranteed by 
Uncle Sam. He must be able to 


raise another $2,000 on his own 
credit. Retail trade will eon- 
tinue to be strong for at least 
3 to 5 years. Maybe a year or 
two at Gimbel’s or Macy’s or 
Marshall Field’s to learn mer- 
chandising and then one of your 
boys could open up a dry goods 
or a refrigerator store. 
Another career which is not 
overly well paid but which can 


be fascinating is government 
work. My year and a half with 
the Alien Property Custodian 
were an eye opener. The prob- 
lems are stimulating and are 
on a vast scale. What you miss 
in a large salary you make up 
in relative security, interesting 
work, the sense of being engag- 
ed in something bigger and more 
important than yourself. And 
there’s always the chance of 
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worthwhile in private industry 
as so many have done. . 


-Aeronautics I would not- es- 


pecially. recommend to anyone. 
The demand will shrink drastic- 
ally on V day. The U. S. is go- 
ing to be crawling with aeron- 
autical engineers and technicians. 

Journalism I feel certain is 
going to be a fairly prosperous 
profession. .The public as you 
know is reading ‘enormous 
amounts. of newspapers, mag- 
azines and books.

Did it 
not claim the chief credit for the 
Eighteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States? Has 
not his church operated for years 
a political lobby in the city of 
Washington? 

Many non-Catholics have been 
persuaded to believe that the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference 
Office building is devoted to sim- 
ilar purposes—but it is not. The 
Catholic Hierarchy of the United 
States has met in Washington an- 
nually since the end of World War 
I, but not in a single instance did it 
even discuss a purely political mat- 
ter. 

It is chiefly in English speaking 
countries where the notion pre- 
vails that whenever anything in 
religion or the moral law conflicts 
with any political measure, it 
should be discarded in favor of the 
purely secular.

“A powerful influence in our 
American life is lost in the passing 
of Monsignor John A. Ryan,” Pre- 
sident Truman gaid. “‘We shall all 
miss the wise counsel which he 
gave so generously out of his long 
and varied experience.

Throughout the nation 
are many students of his work who 
will devote their lives to the at- 
tainment of his ideals. 

May those who have so profited 
and will profit in worldly things, 
and spiritually too, from his work 
offer a prayer for the repose of 
his soul.

When we look around us, in this 
muddled and somewhat mad mod- 
ern world, to find an ecclesiastical 
institution which stands for the

It is, 
indeed, true that the Anglican Com- 
munion stands for these things— 
officially; but many of her spqkes- 
men openly deny many of these 
basic Christian verities and many 
more speak of them in terms which 
are equivocal and ambiguous. As 
George Tyrrell once said, “When 
Rome dies, the other churches had 
better order their coffins.” He was 
right. 


True In Field 
Of Morals Too 


The same things—perhaps to a 
lesser extent—might be said of 
Christian Morals. Certainly, on 
many issues the Protestant 
churches are confused and divided. 
There is no such division and con- 
fusion in the Church of Rome. 
What is even more important, it 
is only in the Science of Ethics— 
Natural Ethics, based on Reason 
rather than on  Revelation—as 
taught in Catholic universities, that 
one can find any sort of reasonable 
intellectual refutation of the many 
“New Moralities” which are be- 
ing offered to a gullible public on 
all sides today. 


It is in a matter which touches 
my. own temperament deeply that 
1 find another reason for praise 
for the Church of Rome: the Liter:

It was an English instructor in 
one of the Catholic universities who 
said to me, “Anglicans are so litur- 
gically perfect!” This is true; but 
it is usually true of those who go 
a-borrowing. You will probably not 
like me for saying this, but I do 
believe that we make a better use 
of our borrowed ceremonial! than do 
the origina] owners. 

This same instructor said that 
it was her opinion that if the High 
Church element among Anglicans 
ever submitted to Rome in a group, 
this mass-conversion would have a 
very beneficial effect on Roman 
liturgics. As she is deeply and 
practically interested in Liturgical 
Reform, I am sure that she 
whereof she speaks.

Far be it from me to start any- 
thing, but it looks like a meeting 
between some of those great Tren- 
ton. and Holy Cross prep teams 
might provide some very interest- 
ing fireworks—say, around the 
holiday season when the Sugar 
Bowl program is under full sway 
in New Orleans.

The recent resignation of Frank 
Szymanski from the Notre Dame 
football squad, of which he had 
been elected captain only a short 
time before, was brought about be- 
cause Szymanski had signed a con- 
tract to play professional football 
with the Chicago Bears after he 
had completed his competition at 
Notre Dame. 


At the time—last January — 
that he signed with the Bears, 
Szymanski believed he had used 
up his three years of eligibility 
at Notre Dame. A few days 
later he learned otherwise. Be- 
cause of war time emergency 
regulations, his year of play in 
1943, when he was enrolled in the 
naval aviation program, did not 
count. He was called up to start 
his training at the close of that 
season and was’ granted a meii- 
cal discharge last November aft- 
er having suffered two attacks of 
rheumatic fever. He returned to 
Notre ‘Dame in time to play in 
the last four games of the sea- 


son. 

When he signed with the Bears, 
Szymanski did not know, either, 
that the mere fact that he signed 
such a contract automatically 
barred him as a professional. He 
did not know this, he says, until 
during the summer when K. J.. 
(Tug) Wilson, commissioner of 
the Western Conference, issued a 
warning to all conference players 
—particularly those in the armed 
services—that by making com- 
mitments of any kind to the 
pros, let alone signing contracts, 
they. were forfeiting their col- 
legiate standing as athletes. 
Szymanski then revealed his 
signing with the Bears and re- 
Signed from the Notre Dame 
barrassing the 
team. 

A widespread report carried by 
press associations to the effect 
that the Big Ten had declared 
Szymanski ineligible was wholly 
without foundation. The Notre 
Dame faculty board in control of 
athletics, under Rev. John J. 
Cavanaugh, C.S.C., vice president 
of the university and chairman 
of the board, is the only board 
or body that can rule on the eligi- 
bility of students to represent 
Notre Dame in athletics. How- 
ever, Notre Dame voluntarily ad- 
heres to the Big Ten code, con- 
sequently, any violation of that 
code is automatically a violation 
or Notre Dame’s own eng re A 
rules. But the Big Ten

these professors were far more in- 
telligent than they. Then the 
priest asked them to explain whv 
two other professors, who were 
generally regarded as equally in- 
telligent, were at Mass and Holy 
Communion every Sunday. This 
answer satisfied. The students 
now realized that of men, equally 
brilliant in their own particular 
spheres, some might be skeptics 
and the others devout Catholics. 

But what is the explanation? 
It is very clear. The professors 
of mathematics and of law prob- 
ably never gave ten minutes ser- 
ious study in their lifetime to the 
Catholic claims, while the others 
did. The former, probably im- 
bued with prejudices, were more 
inclined to read many books writ- 
ten against the Church or against 
Christianity itself. The latter

Every lad of eighteen sat in 
judgment upon institutions of 
society,. and codes of conduct, 
that represented the experience 
of a thousand generations of 
men; if he could not understand 
in one adolescence what had 
been learned in a millenium, he 
was free to trust his powerful 
eighteen-year-old reason, and to 
reject the family as tyranny, 
marriage as bondage, religion as 
opium, government as exploita- 
tion, and property as theft. 

The oldest and most famous uni-

Many Schools Reopened 


Making use of whatever re- 
sources lay at hand, the Catholic 
schools in Manila soon began en- 
rolling students, and by July, the 
beginning of the present school- 
year, all but three of the 24 in 
Manila were operating—perhaps 
not in the imposing buildings they 
had before the war, but definitely 
operating—in improvised wooden 
structures, in repaired convents, 
under tents. The first stage of 
the battle to get the children off 
the streets was being won.

Aboard the Belle Isle, a con- 
verted Canadian St. Lawrence 
River passenger ship, are men of 
the Army Transport Service, the 
Greenland base signal corps and 
Army engineers, the AAF weath- 
er service and the Army airways 
communication system. They will 
cooperate in evacuating the person- 
nel at Skjoldungen and in rebuild- 
ing this remote weather and radio 
station.

Important Weather Station

The Bishops appéaled to the faith- 
ful. despite these sufferings “not 
to allow themselves to be drawn 
away from the Catholic Church 
and the charity of God and men 
even if perhaps you must shed 
your blood.” 


“False witnesses,” the pastoral 
says, “have come forth accusin 
us Catholic Bishops, priests an 
eminent laymen of shedding blood 
here in our Croatia.

Yet 
the concern of your committee is 
obviously limited to the sphere of 
mere material cost. No human 

ney will plumb the depths or 
ohne the length and breadth of 
the suffering, of the pain and an- 
guish and the heavy desolation that 
have tortured the bodies and souls 
of men during these long, long 
years. 

“Tt all sums up,” the Pontiff con- 
tinued, “to the price which in the 
calculations of men had to be paid 
for a stable and lasting peace. But 
will it suffice for that? God knows, 
and right-thinking men should 
know, that peace is purchased with 
a far different currency. Truth, 
justice and charity—at no other 
price can peace be bought. 

“Our daily prayers and our end-. 
less labors are directed to one end: 
that these noble and ennobling 
virtues may guide the deliberations 
of national assemblies, so that the 
people, so dear to Our paternal 
heart, may enjoy security, pros- 
perity and happiness. It can be 
brought about through the unsel- 
fish cooperation of good will.” The 
Pope concluded with the prayer 
that “the blessings of Heaven may 
descend abundantly on you and 
your dear ones at home, as a token 
of God’s abiding love.”
